ject. The Vanity of Mens Withes, which are the 
natural Prayers of the Mind, as well as thofe Se- 
cret Devotions which they offer to the Supreme 
Being are fufficient!y expofed by it. Among many 
other Reafons for Sete Forms of Prayer, I have of- 
ten thought it a very good one, that by this means 
the Folly and Extravagance ‘of Mens Defices may
